This  Association  has  experienced  another  year  of  active 
service  to  its  Alma  Mater  and  members.  It  has  endeavored 
to  promote  the  principle  purposes  for  which  it  was  or- 
ganized, namely;  to  foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  fraternity 
among  the  graduates  and  former  students  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  to  bring  about  united  and  con- 
certed action  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  College;  "To 
preserve  and  restore  health — to  seek  the  cause  and  cure 
of  disease — to  educate  those  who  will  serve  humanity." 
Since  its  beginning  seventy-seven  years  ago  the  officers  and 
Board  members  have  worked  with  the  College  administra- 
tion and  faculty  in  an  effort  to  build  a  greater  Medical 
College  of  Virginia. 

This  year  we  have  had  three  regular  Board  meetings  on 
which  34  elected  Board  members  serve  for  a  three-year 
period.  Many  of  these  alumni  travel  great  distances  and 
serve  on  many  committees  in  order  to  discharge  their 
duties  to  their  College.

School  of  Medicine 

I  am  reporting  on  the  status  of  the 
various  classes. 

On  June  4th  we  graduated  at  The 
Mosque  the  entire  senior  class  in 
medicine  of  72,  25  medical  technolo- 
gists, and  20  physical  therapists. 
This  was  an  especially  happy  occasion 
for  the  faculty  because  of  the  newly- 
installed  air  conditioning. 

The  junior  class,  which  is  the  last 
group  taking  the  old  curriculum,  be- 
gan with  78  members,  two  of  whom 
conditioned  one  subject  each.  It  is 
hoped  that  they  will  remove  this  dur- 
ing the  summer  so  that  the  full  class 
may  enter  the  senior  year  in  the  fall. 
This  class  contains  one  transfer  from 
Tennessee,  one  from  Georgia,  and  one 
from  the  two-year  school  in  South 
Dakota. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  location 
of  his  medical  school  is  a  strong  factor 
in  determining  where  a  doctor  prac- 
tices, we  have  been  in  touch  with  the 
old   and  developing  two-year  schools 


with  the  hope  that  the  naturally  oc- 
curring vacancies  in  the  latter  years 
of  our  curriculum  might  be  filled  with 
their  graduates.  This  effort  has 
brought  three  students  from  South 
Dakota. 

The  first  class  to  go  through  the 
first  part  of  the  second  phase,  i.e.  M- 
II  A,  of  the  new  curriculum  started 
with  88  members,  one  of  whom  was 
repeating  the  year.  All  have  been  pro- 
moted into  the  second  part  of  the 
second  phase,  i.e.  M-II  B,  which  lasts 
from  September  through  December, 
1966.  One  of  these  has  transferred  to 
Iowa,  his  native  state,  and  two  will 
join  this  class  from  other  schools;  thus 
89  students  will  enter  M-II  B,  i.e.  the 
third  academic  year,  in  September. 

The  class  that  went  through  the  first 
phase  of  the  new  curriculum,  i.e.  M- 
I,  in  the  academic  year  1965-66, 
started  with  100.  Five  of  these  were 
repeaters  who  have  all  done  well.  One 
of  the  new  students  dropped  out  in 
October;  we  were  able  to  replace  him 
with  an  alternate  who  has  done  well; 
one  left  in  November,  creating  a  per- 
manent vacancy  unless  we  can  get  a 
transfer. 

Five  of  the  94  new  students  were  not

this  moment.  Thus  the  first  phase  of 
M-II,  i.e.  M-II  A,  occupying  the 
second  academic  year,  will  have  94 
members,  plus  one  who  is  returning 
after  a  year's  leave  of  absence — a 
total  of  95. 

We  are  very  pleased  that  our  loss 
by  failure  and  "drop-out"  is  at  such  a 
low  level.  For  many  years  there  has 
been  an  attrition  of  10-13%,  usually 
in  the  first  two  years,  in  the  medical 
schools  of  the  country;  and  ours  has 
been  no  exception.  It  looks  like  this 
loss  may  be  cut  in  half,  a  tremendous 
forward  step  in  our  efforts  to  produce 
the  medical  manpower  needed  by  the 
"exploding"  population  and  their  de- 
mands for  medical  services. 

We  cannot  be  sure  why  the  attrition 
rate  has  declined;  some  attribute  it  to 
better  selection  from  a  better  motivated 
and  academically  more  able  group  of 
applicants;  others  feel  that  faculty  in- 
terest and  effort  in  the  new  curriculum 
(these  have  been  very  great)  have  been 
stimuli  to  better  student  performance; 
still  others  think  the  new  curriculum 
is  "easier."  Whatever  its  causes  mav 
be,  we  sincerely  hope  this  trend  will 
continue  until,  mirabile  dictu,  all  stu- 
dents accepted  into  M-I  pursue  their 
studies  successfully  to  graduate  four 
vears  later. 

The  class  entering  in  September, 
1966.  will  have  112  new  students  se- 
lected by  the  admissions  committee, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Miles 
E.  Hench;  it  is  very  possible  that  some 
of  those  not  promoted  to  M-II  from 
the  1965-66  M-I  class  may  be  read- 
mitted to  this  class  so  that  it  will  have 
between  112  and  117  members.  Al- 
lowing for  an  attrition  of  5%  (the 
present  rate),  there  should  be  110-112 
medical  school  graduates  from  MCV 
in  June,  1970.  As  stated  above,  we 
graduated  72  in  June,  1966;  thus  in 
four  years  we  will  increase  the  number 
of  physicians  by  40-42,  i.e.  50  to 
55%. 

In  summary,  then,  the  school  of 
medicine  for  the  academic  year  Sep- 
tember, 1966.  to  June,  1967,  will  have 
between  373  and  378  students;  this 
year  there  were  340.

We  expect  to  open  in  September 
with  a  full  class  of  second-year  (third- 
college-year)  students.  Most  of  our 
applicants  in  recent  years  have  been 
attending  college  elsewhere  for  two  or 
more  years  and  entering  here  at  our 
second-year  level.  The  capacity  in  this 
class  is  80  students  and  since  we  had 
this  number  matriculated  in  May,  we 
anticipate  welcoming  a  capacity  group 
in  September. 

Our  first-year  group  (second-col- 
lege-year) is  small  and  will  number 
about  30  students,  which  is  about  the 
same  number  as  in  the  past  several 
years.

Robert  S.  Hudgens 

Robert  Smith  Hudgens,  Arthur  Gra- 
ham Glasgow  professor  of  hospital  ad- 
ministration and  director  of  the  school 
of  hospital  administration  at  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia,  died  Friday, 
June  10. 

Mr.  Hudgens  had  been  with  MCV 
in  those  capacities  since  1957.  Prior 
to  that  he  was  director  of  the  hospital 
division  at  MCV  from  1944  until 
1947,  when  he  left  for  Lynchburg  to 
supervise  the  planning  and  construc- 
tion of  a  hospital  there.    He  returned 


to  MCV  in  1957.  From  1929  until 
1944,  Mr  Hudgens  was  superintendent 
of  Emory  University  Hospital  in 
Atlanta. 

Mr.  Hudgens  was  a  graduate  from 
Emory,  Vanderbilt,  and  Harvard  Uni- 
versities.

He  was  a  fellow  of 
the  American  College  of  Hospital  Ad- 
ministrators; past  president  of  the 
Georgia  Hospital  Association,  the  Vir- 
ginia Hospital  Association,  the  South- 
eastern Hospital  Association  and  the 
American  Association  of  University 
Programs;  and  a  past  vice-president 
and  board  member  of  the  American 
Hospital  Association. 

Humility  was  Mr.  Hudgens'  most 
outstanding  characteristic.  Although 
he  had  a  national  reputation  in  the 
field  of  hospital  administration  and 
had  been  president,  board  member,  or 
regent  of  many  national  organizations, 
he  bore  these  honors  gracefully  and 
without  arrogance. 

Reared  in  the  atmosphere  of  a 
minister's  home,  to  the  end  of  his  life 
he  epitomized  all  that  is  implied  in  the 
two  words — Christian  gentleman. 

When  he  returned  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  as  director  of  the 
school  of  hospital  administration  in 
July,  1957,  he  really  returned  to  his 
"first  love"  as  he  had  originally 
planned  to  go  into  the  teaching  pro- 
fession. He  was  the  ideal  teacher,  able 
to  lead  and  to  inculcate  in  his  students 
the  highest  ideals  both  as  men  and  as 
hospital  administrators. 


His  life  touched  so  many  of  us  in  so 
many  ways  that  in  our  hearts  our  love 
and  admiration  will  ever  keep  his 
memory  a  vital  and  cherished  thing.

Worth  Repeating 

Dr.  Frank  W.  Jones  Installed 

Dr.  Frank  Woodson  Jones  (M'34) 
made  his  inaugural  address  as  presi- 
dent to  the  Medical  Society  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  on  May  4, 
in  Asheville.  It  was  titled  "Paean  of 
the  Straddle  Generation."  He  goes  on 
to  say  in  part: 

"From  the  beaches  near  Salvo  or  on 
Hatteras  in  the  east,  to  the  fir-clad 
slopes  around  Patrick  in  the  extreme 
western  portion  of  this  State,  medicine 
in  North  Carolina  is  in  your  hands. 
What  are  you  going  to  do  with  its 
future?  If  you  participate  actively  in 
the  affairs  of  your  county  and  state 
medical  organizations,  you  will  have 
helped  mold  your  future  and  our  fu- 
ture. If  you  do  not,  then  you  abdicate 
your  responsibilities,  and  you  will  not 
be  among  those  who  stood  up  to  be 
counted  on  the  issues  when  that  time 
came — and  it  always  does — the  time 
to  stand  up  and  be  counted. 

"We,  my  friends  of  the  'straddle 
generation,'  whether  you  are  30  or 
70,  have  had  the  privilege  of  belong- 
ing to  the  most  favored  and  interesting 
generation  of  man  that  this  planet  has 


ever  known.  We  are  those  people  who 
have  had  the  opportunity  of  having 
one  foot  in  the  slower  pace  of  other 
years,  and  yet  we  now  straddle  this 
amazing  era  of  today,  and  we  are  try- 
ing valiantly  to  plant  the  other  foot 
in  the  glorious  possibilities  of  that 
magnificent  tomorrow.  It  is  we  who 
are  in  part  responsible  for  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  future.  Either  it  was 
our  brains,  our  initiative,  that  helped 
create  this  possible  tomorrow,  or  we 
seized  upon  and  developed  the  think- 
ing of  our  predecessors  and  associates 
in  the  field  of  science. 

"Today  has  brought,  and  tomorrow 
will  bring  even  more  change  in  our 
attitudes  and  concepts.  We  must  ac- 
cept change  as  the  inexorable  dividend 
of  progress.  We  must  be  prepared  to 
meet  such  change,  and  although  we 
may  accept  and  endorse  the  precepts 
of  our  forefathers,  we  must  realize 
that  had  they  been  confronted  with 
today,  although  their  basic  attitude 
might  have  remained  grounded  in  the 
status  quo,  their  implementation  and 
functional  behavior  might  well  have 
been  modified. 

"Tomorrow  brings  to  us  the  proba- 
bility of  the  dance  on  the  knife-edge 
of  means  and  averages;  the  possibility 
of  regimentation  and  control;  the  pos- 
sibility of  dilution  of  incentive;  the 
presumption  of  the  homogenization  of 
man  to  the  detriment  of  the  uncommon 
man  who  today  gives  to  us  progress. 
Tomorrow  brings  the  age  of  the  organ 
transplant;  the  time  of  the  computers; 
the  mechanical  hearts;  the  yet  un- 
known therapeutic  modalities;  the 
time  also  to  decide  when  is  a  person 
truly  dead. 

"Man  is  said  to  progress  in  direct 
proportion  to  his  ability  to  move  from 
place  to  place.  If  that  be  true,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  think  that 
such  is  a  fair  assumption,  then  we  of 
this  generation  will  have  had  the  privi- 
lege of  participating  in  a  second  dawn 
of  man.  We  are  truly — and  again  this 
points  up  the  title  of  this  address — the 
straddle  generation.  One  foot  is  set 
in  the  5  to  300  mile-per-hour  pace  of 
yesterday,  while  the  other  foot  is  seek- 
ing a  toehold  on  the  25,000  mile-per- 
hour  speeds  of  almost  now,  the  escape 
velocity  of  tomorrow,  and  finally  an 
attack  upon  the  speed  of  light."

Twenty-seven  states,  the  Canal 
Zone,  and  four  foreign  nations  were 
represented.  Of  this  number,  183  were 
Virginians.  By  schools,  the  numbers 
are  as  follows:  medicine,  72;  den- 
tistry, 61;  pharmacy,  45;  nursing,  40; 
physical  therapy,  20;  hospital  adminis- 
tration, 18;  medical  technology,  25; 
and  graduate  studies,  8. 

In  addition,  J.  Curtis  Nottingham 
(P-35),  a  practicing  pharmacist  in 
Williamsburg,  Virginia,  and  a  past 
president  of  the  MCV  Alumni  As- 
sociation, was  awarded  the  honorary 
degree  of  doctor  of  pharmaceutical 
science.
